French 
prunes, sixties to nineties, are quoted at 
8J@9c; California not quoted. The mar­ 
ket for foreign and Pacific coast dried fruit 
is very inactive. 
Concerning prunes, the Commercial Bulle­ 
tin says: Tfiere is a difference of opinion

VESSEL l i b e l e d . 
C laus Spreckels Claim s D am age on a 
F reightage Contract. 
P hiladelphia, June 
4th. — Deputy 
Marshal Myers yesterday libeled the cargo 
of the British steamer Wetherby, under an 
action brought bv Claus Spreckels, to re­ 
cover $110,000 for alleged breach of con­ 
tract for freightage. The libel complaint 
sets torth that Spreckels shipped from 
Hamburg for Philadelphia, on the Wath- 
e^by. 25,000 bags of sugar, valued at $132,- 
While in the river Elbe the Wetherby 
had a collision with another steamer wh ch 
cause considerable damage to tne Wether­ 
by, and led to litigation at Hamburg and 
in Great Britain. The Wetherby returned 
to Hamburg and discharged part of her 
cargo. 
The damaged portion was sold at Ham­ 
burg by the master, who refused to 
permit 
the remaining sugar to be 
rebagged, and also refused to acknowl­ 
edge 
the agent 
of the 
Hambnrg 
Underwriters or deposit the proceeds 
of the sale of sugar to the amount of 
$10,000 in the Bank of Hambnrg, or to 
render any amount or to deliver the pro­ 
ceeds of sale. Spreckels claims the dam­ 
age sustained to the cargo by reason of the 
acts of the master was upward of $97,000.

TH E BENNETT LAW . 
The Germ an Lutherans W ill Take a 
W hack at it. 
Milw aukee, June 4th.—The German 
Lutheran Anti-Bennett Compulsory School 
Law Convention to-day passed resolutions 
protesting against the Bennett law, because 
it unnecessarily and unjustly curtails civil 
and religious liberty. 
Officers of the 
School Board have the opportunity of de­ 
termining arbitrarily that a child during 
the period of enforced attendance must at­ 
tend school in the city, town or district in 
which it resides. This is depriving parents 
of the right to send children to a better 
and more suitable school outside the dis­ 
trict. It compels parochial and other pri­ 
vate schools to observe the time or times of 
attendance fixed by School Boards without 
regard to the rights or customs of the 
churches or their schools. It prescribes 
certain studies, as also the medium of in­ 
struction therein. It affords School Boards 
ample opportunity to usurp powers not 
given them, although the State and its offi­ 
cers have no right to interfere with the 
management of parochial and other private 
schools. 
The resolutions declare that, regardless 
of former party affiliations, the German 
I.ntberans shall vote for such candidates 
only as shall pledge themselves to work 
for the repeal of the Bennett law.

A nother Horror. 
L incoln (Neb ), June 4th.—The Stale 
Journal party returned from the scene of 
the tornado in Bradshaw, York county, 
this evening, and brought a confirmation 
of the worst [reports.

The killed are John Miller, a child of 
Bromsev, the wife and child of Isadof 
Isaac Penner, a child of Mr. ChapiD, two 
members of Mr. Shaw's family, the wife 
and child of Mr. Minke and the hired 
man.

N ew Y ork. June 4th.—One hundred and 
twenty Mormon» arrived this morning on 
the steamship Wisconsin, from Liverpool,

Prindle, of the Mormon Church. The 
party is en route to Utah. 
The uamts and addresses, vouched for 
by the steamship company and Elder 
Wiley, were taken by Chief Contract Labor 
inspector Milholland, and a test case will 
sometime in the luture be brought into 
Court to decide if the Mormons come here 
in violation of the alien contract law. If 
the decision be that the Mormons are con­ 
tract laborers, in the meaning of the law, 
they will all be sent back to Europe.

N egro Conference. 
Mohawk Lake (N. Y.), June 4th —The 
negro conference opened here this morning 
with a large number of distinguished men 
from all parta of the country.

TH E IRRIGATION BILL. 
Senator Stew art Fears V andever has 
Gone Back on H im . 
W ashington, June 4th.—Major Powell, 
of the Geological Survey, was before the 
House Committee on Appropriations to­ 
day urging an appropriation ot $700,000 for 
the irrigation surveys. Senator Stewart 
and Representative Vandever were also in 
attendance. 
Stewart opposes the appropriation if 
Powell is to have charge of the irrigation 
work, and fears that the money will again 
be diverted from the irrigation surveys and 
applied to topographic purposes. 
The California Associated Press agent 
talked with Mr. Vandever to night abont 
irrigation matters. He believes that a 
liberal appropriation should first be secured 
and afterwards decided who should spend 
the money. 
Senator Stewart believes that Vandever 
has forsaken him and his irrigation bill 
and “gone over to the Powell crowd." 
In regard to this General Vandever said : 
“I simply introduced Powell’s bill as Chair­ 
man of the Irrigation Committee, the same 
as I did Senator Stewart’s bill and several 
others. I am inclined to agree with Sena­ 
tor Stewart that the irrigation work should 
be performed under the Department of 
Agriculture, but some points in Senator 
Stewart’s bill would make the irrigation 
work interminable.” 
The House Irrigation Committee will 
soon be ready to report of its own accord. 


CHINESE AT MAZATLAN. 
Coolie Sm ugglers Bringiug Them Over 
the Border. 
W ashington, June 4th.—A. Willard, 
United States Consul at Guaymas, Mexico, 
in a letter transmitted to the Senate yes­ 
terday, reports the arrival of 111 more 
Chinamen at Mazatian. 
Thirty-nine 
Chinamen whose arrival at Gnaymas was 
reported in a previous letter, Willard states, 
have left Gnaymas for towns in Sonora 
near the United States frontier, and are 
awaiting an opportunity to cross the border. 
The United States officers were notified. 
Levi W. Myers, United States Consul at 
Victoria, B. C., tells how Chinamen were 
undoubtedly smuggled into the United 
States by the steamer North Star. The 
Chinamen were taken on board the vessel 
at midnight, and although the Canadian 
Collector had men watchiDg her, she 
slipped out of the harbor in safety and 
managed to elude a pursuing tug sent’after 
her. The price charged for this work is 
$20 per bead. Meyer says: “If this practice 
is not stopped more cutters must be placed 
on the sound and spies must be employed 
to aid the Canadian authorities.” 
W ill Not Stand In. 
W ashington, June 4th. — Vandever’s 
withdrawal from the Congressional race in 
the Los Angeles district created a good deal 
of surprise in Washington, as it was not 
long ago that he stated he would accept 
the nomination. A California Associated 
Press agent called upon him to night. 
“Had you not determined to accept the 
nomination?” asked the agent. 
“Yes,” said Mr. Vandever. “A great 
number of my friends utged me to run, 
and I thought then i would, but since then 
I have chanced my mind. There are 
numerous persons in my district who are 
ambitions, ana are anxious to succeed me, 
and I do Dot care to enter into any contest. 
I have served two years in Congress, and 
have no feelings against any of the aspir­ 
ants for the place.” 
W ill be Provided for. 
W ashington, June 4ih.—Colonel Mark­ 
ham has been oefore the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee urging an appropriation 
of $381,000 for the Soldiers’ Home at Santa 
Monico.

Sainfoin W ins lire D ay w llh Le Norri and 
O aiivrtl, 
London, June 4th.—The great race for 
the Derby stakes for three-year-old colts 
and fillies took place on Epeóm Downs to­ 
day ; distance, one mile and a half from 
the high-level starting-post. There were 
233 subscribers, KXP of whom paid 25 
sovereigns each and s;*ty-three 10 sover­ 
eigns each. The weather was ahowerv and 
the betting the same as yesterday. The 
race was won by J. Porter s chestnut colt 
Sainfoin, by 8pringftelib ont of Sanda- 
Le Fevre's chestnut colt lie Sort. V T nv 
tan, out of La Rose, seoond ; the D'uke of 
YVestminster’s bay colt Orwell, bv Ben 
Deer, out of Lizzie Agnes, third. ’ There 
were eight starters. Orwell led to the dis­ 
tance post. Here Sainfoin drew to the 
front, and coming on won by three quar­ 
ters of a length. There vres a-neck between 
Le Xord and Orwell. Surefoot. the favor­ 
ite. came in fourth. 
The horses got away at the first attempt. 
Orwell took the lead at the start, which 
was made running, slowly followed by 
Sainfoin, Le Nord and Surefoot. the last to 
get off. When the mile post was reached, 
Orwell showed well in front. In tusking 
the hill for Tattenham corner, Sainfoin 
took the lead. Surefoot was beaten 500 
yards from home. He came in a head be­ 
hind Orwell. The result created) the most 
tremendous excitement. Surefoot had been 
backed to win to the extent of hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. Among the backers 
were large numbers of aristocrats. They 
suffered severely. 


VIGOROUS PROTEST' 
A gainst the A m erican Copyright Law» 
by W . W . Story. 
London, June 4 th.—The Europeao edition 
of the Herald prints a vigorous proteet by 
YV. W. Story, the distinguished American 
sculptor and poet, against the American 
copyright laws and the duty on works of 
art. 8tory writes from Rome and addresses 
his words to the Herald. He says : 
“All I have to say is that in my opinion 
the tax of 30 per cent, on foreign works of 
art is disgraceful in theory, unworthy of 
any great country, disastrous to art and 
beneficial to none. Of all countries we 
alone have laid such a tax, and the result 
may be seen in the fact that our artists are 
forced to come abroad to study their art, 
and that there is no such thiDg as Ameri­ 
can art. 
“We have everything to lose and noth­ 
ing to gain by such legislation. As the 
laws of copyright stand at present, both in 
relation to literature and art, in what man 
creates out of nothing, depriving the pnblic 
of nothing, but only adding to its treasuiy, 
as in books and works of art, he has only 
a lease-bold at best ot a few years, after 
which the public may take it and use it as 
they please. Is this fair'.’ Is this just? Is 
it simply honest ? I think not. 
“For my own part I confess that it would 
seem to be better policy for a country like 
ours, in the total absence of all great 
works of art coming down as a heritage 
from long-past generations, rather to ofler 
a bounty on all works of art by distin­ 
guished masters in ancient and modern 
times, than to put, as we do, an almost 
prohibitive duty upon them. Thus we 
could create a great gallery of noble works 
for the edification and culture of the masses 
and the furtherance of the studies of artists 
at home. 
“ What we need is a great national gal­ 
lery of art. This we ought to found and 
support by annual grants and snbventions. 
All other countries have great national 
galleries liberally supported, but we, such 
as we are, have not. What is worse, we 
virtually prohibit by a gross tax the very 
entrance into our country of all great 
works of modern art, and so render it next 
to impossible even for private enterprise to 
create great galleries, as well for the artist 
as for the public.” 


Russian Jew s. 
London, Jane 4th.—The Czar has issued 
a ukase ordering the abandonment of the 
Russian anti-Jewish policy for one year. 
This measure is understood to have been 
taken in deference to numerous protests 
against the recent wholesale expulsions of 
Jewish merchants, lawyers and other prom­ 
inent Hebrews which have taken place in 
Russian Poland, Southern Russia and 
other parts of the Empire, and is merely 
tentative. The fact that many of the offi­ 
cials nearest to the Czar were opposed to 
the harsh anti-Jewish measure adopted by 
the Government influenced the Czar to 
give consideration to the protest ot the vic­ 
tims of law, with the result of its temporary 
suspension. 
Blaine's Strong Stand. 
London, June 4th.—The Times declares 
that the order to dispatch an American 
cruiser to Behring S°a smacks too much of 
the first Xapoleon in dealing with weak 
statesmen, and if the order is issued, Brit­ 
ish menof-war must follow. "We can 
only imagine,” the Times continues, "that 
pressure from Irish- Americans induced 
Blaine to withdraw from hia apparent de­ 
sire for a diplomatic settlement. We be­ 
lieve that England will agree to a close 
time for seals in the open sea, but such ar­ 
rangements must be international, and can­ 
not be imposed upon the world by Ameri­ 
can gunboats at the bidding of Blaine.” 
.Tuberculosis In Sleeping-Cars. 
The plush, velvet anil silk hangings 
must go. Seats must be covered with 
smooth leather that can he washed off’; 
carpets give place to rugs, to be shaken in 
the open air at the end of every trip— 
better still, abolished for hardwood floors; 
the curtain abomination must make way 
for screens of wood or leather ; the blan­ 
kets of invalids beds be subjected to steam 
at a high temperature ; mattresses covered 
with oiled silk, or rubber cloth, that may 
be washed off; and, above all things, in­ 
valids provided with separate apartments 
shut off from the rest of the car, with the 
same care which is taken to exclude the 
far less offensive or dangerous smoke of to­ 
bacco; cuspidors half tilled with water, 
and consumptive travelers provided with 
sputum cups, which may he emptied from 
the car. It is not necessary to say here 
that the sole and only danger lies in the 
sputum. The destruction of the sputum 
abolishes the disease. When the patient 
learns that he protects himself in this way 
as much as others—protects himself from 
the auto-infection, from the infection of 
the sound part of his own lungs—he will 
not protest against such measures—Dr. 1. 
]V. Whitaker, in the American Lancet. 
One feature of the German Reichstag is 
the scanty number of medical men, of whom 
there are only four, whereas the French 
Chamber of Deputies swarms with doctors.

THE CENSUS TANGLE. 
The other day the forecast was made in 
the R ecord-U n io n that there would be 
trouble with the census enumerators, be­ 
cause the wages allowed them are so small 
that the men cannot make expenses, or 
scarcely more than that, at the best. It 
appears that the trouble has already be­ 
gun. In the East enumerators finding it im­ 
possible to make their salt at two cents a 
name with fifty questions to propound in 
each case, are declining to serve, and the 
Government officials are arresting them 
for such refusal under the claim that after 
they have taken the oath they must go on 
with the work. 
This is fully ; a man compelled to work 
under order of Court in such cases will 
not do so faithfully, and the results of his 
labor will not be received by the public 
with credit. In a fit of false economy 
Congress refused to make sufficient appro­ 
priation for the taking of the census, or 
the districts are too small, or the Superin­ 
tendent of the work has endeavored to 
gather too much data—in fact, all these 
elements have combined to cripple the 
work. But it is too late to remedy the 
trouble now unless Congress should order a 
re-enumeration, and this is unlikely. The 
enumerators ought to go on and do their 
duty. They knew just what they were to 
receive before they accepted the trust, and 
since the time they are employed is brief 
they cannot be losers, for as a rule the men 
chosen to do the duty are those whose time 
is their own, and the employment given 
cannot greatly affect their condition as 
wage-earners. 
But there is another phase of the census- 
taking for the year that is also annoying, 
and that is the requirement that citizens 
shall make responses exposing their physi­ 
cal infirmities, the presence of chronic 
diseases in the family, the revelation of 
mental weakness, idiocy, etc. Very many 
refuse to answer the questions propounded 
to bring out these disclosures. Anticipat­ 
ing this, the Superintendent secured the 
aid of Dr. Billings, Surgeon United States 
Army, and had him send a circular to all 
the physicians in the United States so­ 
liciting the information concerning all 
cases they have knowledge of, of idiocy, 
mental weakness, chronic disease, physical 
deformity, insanity, melancholia, paresis, 
etc. In short, the physicians of the coun­ 
try are asked to reveal their professional 
secrets, to violate the sacred confidence re­ 
posed in them, to act as spies upon their 
patients, and to serve the United States in 
the matter of uncovering the woes of 
households. Of course it is set forth that 
the information will be held confidential, 
that it is needed in the interests of sci­ 
ence, and that it is essential to have the 
facts in order to arrive at conclusions that 
are of high value in ascertaining accurate 
vital and hygienic statistics. But why is 
it necessary to take the names of afflicted 
parlies, and of their parents ? Medical 
science through its own agencies arrives at 
conclusions on these subjects without mak­ 
ing up a roster of the unfortunates of the 
country, and so can the United States 
Government. Moreover, what value can 
be placed uj>on the returns asked, when 
every one knows that parents will do all 
they can in making their replies to cover 
the afflictions of their households? The 
questions are such that the answers will 
fall within the category of the Kentuckian 
who, refusing to disclose sti the witness 
stand an affair that involved the name of 
a woman, was congratulated by the oppos­ 
ing connsel for having perjured himself 
like a gentleman. 
The Superintendent of the Census has 
taken one step in this matter that is far 
from creditable to him; the enumerators 
are instructed to act as Paul Prvs, and if 
refusal is made to answer delicate ques­ 
tions, the enumerator is told to ascertain 
the facts from other sources, to inquire ot 
the neighbors, and those who are outside 
of the household, as to whether the next 
door family is afflicted with members who 
are idiotic, the victims of chronic dis­ 
ease, and its character and cause, whether 
there are any who are deformed, maimed, 
insane, feeble-minded, have cataract, are 
[assessed of mania in any form, are sick 
from injuries, and if so, the cause, etc. 
That is to say, the enumerators are ex- 
{iccted to nose about the community and 
report gossip and neighborhood chatter, 
and on such a basis is to be erected a sta­ 
tistical structure. 
If ever there was a proceeding on the 
part of a Government more mean than 
this we have not heard of it, nor is it on 
record in history. AVe think with our 
contemporary, the San Francisco -4/fa. 
that the enumerators should fill the blanks 
sent them opposite the question, “Do you 
know of those who are idiotic or insane,” 
etc., with the statement: “Yes; Superin­ 
tendent Porter, of the census, and Dr. 
Billings, of the army.” 


PROPERTY IN BRAINS. 
The San Francisco Call takes halting is­ 
sue with the claim of exclusive ownership 
of his work by an author who wrote a 
novel in which a biblical story is the chief 
feature; around which all else turns 
The idea of our contemporary evidently is, 
that because the central thought of the 
novel was taken from a source o¡>en to all, 
the author should not l>e recognized as 
having an exclusive right to print and 
circulate the book of his genius. But the 
error of the Cad is in supposing that any 
claim is made whatever for the idea; it is 
the arrangement, the formulation of the 
talc; the treatment of the subject that con­ 
stitutes the authorship in the case in 
hand. 
If capacity to manufacture an article cut 
of materials supplied to the hand is of a 
quality entitling the producer to protec­ 
tion for his device, in the form of owner­ 
ship, why should not the worker who 
weaves a story out of old materials he 
equally protected ? If there is proj>erty at 
home in a book produced by the labor of 
an author, it is no more than just that the 
properly right should be recognized wliere- 
ever the book is taken. 
It is upon this 
claim of common justice that the demand 
tor an international copyright law is based. 
To us it seems to be an invincible claim, 
.one that is as defensive as the claim of 


ownership one may make for the articles of ¡ 
adornment or use that he wears about his 
person. 
If “A” produces a watch, all laws recog­ 
nize his right to possess it. If he wears it 
to England the law still protects his own­ 
ership. But if he writes a book and car­ 
ries it to England, another can reprint it 
and sell it without his consent, and with­ 
out paying him a farthing for his property. 
That is what authors call “literary piracy” 
and it is rightly named. The demand for 
international copyright has been tempor­ 
arily defeated in Congress, but its friends 
are not disheartened, and are hopeful that 
the bill may be revived before the session 
closes. To that end they are making great 
efforts, and in their struggles they ought to 
have the sympathy and assistance of all 
good men. 
In 1876 Longfellow wrote to a friend: 
It may comfort you to know that I have had 
twenty-two publishers in England and Scotland, 
and only four of them evei took the slightest 
notice of my existence, even so far as to send 
me a copy of the books. Shall we call this 
• chivalry”—or the other word? 
Longfellow’s question is susceptible of 
but one answer honestly, and that involves 
the use of “the other word.” Hawthorne 
told of visiting an English publisher, who 
expressed great delight at seeing him. 
“Well he might,” said the author, “for he 
had sold uncounted thousands of my books 
without paying me a penny.” Lowell, 
Mrs. Stowe, Clemens, E. P. Roe, Miss Al- 
cott, Mrs. Whitney, Beecher, Ileadlev, Ban­ 
croft, Mathews—indeed all American 
writers of note have had the same experi­ 
ence with foreign pirates, precisely as 
European writers have with American 
pirates. 
International copyright would put a 
stop to this mutual stealing, and hence 
conserve good on both sides of the water. 
There is some measure of protection 
granted by the laws of England now to a 
foreign author, but in nine cases out of ten 
he cannot avail of i t ; but we graut the 
foreign author no protection, nor does 
France or Germany. There is one phase 
of tne question that should not be over­ 
looked, and that is the absence of inter­ 
national copyright floods the country with 
cheap foreign publications that are the 
least desirable, while in England, France 
and Germany the cheapest books to be 
bought are the best. Brander Mathews 
thus explains the fact as follows: 
la Germany, iu France and in England there 
have been many efforts of late years to supply 
very cheap editions of the best books at a price 
within the means of the poorest student. In the 
United States no such effort has been made; nor 
is it likely to be made as long as the market lor 
cheap books is supplied by inferior foreign fic­ 
tion, which not only usurps the placeot netter 
literature, but spoils the appetite tor it. The

cheap books to be bought in England, in France 
and in Germany are stimulant and invigorating, 
mentally and morally; a man is better tor reaa- 
iug then; he is richer and stronger and more fit 
for the straggle of life. The cheap books tobe 
bought in the United States are only too often 
the trivial trash of the ladies who call them ­ 
selves "Ouida” and “The Duchess." How 
much these may nerve a man or woman for the 
realities of existence, how much the wisdom to 
be got from them may arm us for the stern bat­ 
tle oi life, I cannot say. 


T h e Louisiana Lottery Company lias 
opened its campaign in North Dakota, 
and is throwing large sums of money into 
the struggle for the control of the Legisla­ 
ture. The State is swarming with the 
agents of the company, and they all have 
their pockets full of gold that has been 
filched from the pockets of the people of 
the United States by the most alluring 
and dangerous of gambling devices. The 
chief of these agents is so confident of 
victory, that he says: “The mine is all 
laid and the next Governor will Ire whom­ 
soever the lottery names when it touches 
off the fuse that is to explode the mine 
and blow the opponents of the lottery so 
high that they can hear the angels sing.” 
This is the brazen and slangy assurance 
with which the infamous corporation talks 
of bribery, corruption and defeat of the will 
of the decent people of the new State. If 
these Dakotans who support the lottery 
scheme could go into Louisiana and in­ 
vestigate, to ascertain the cause of the 
woe and destitution among the wage-earn- 
ers, the astonishing number of shiftless 
and half pauperized people, the swarms of 
the class known as “poor trash,” they 
would learn that in nine cases out of ten 
the degradation is chargeable to the 
lottery, and they would hesitate long be­ 
fore venturing to invite such inlliction for 
Dakota. 
T he proposition of the delegates to the 
late Pan-American Congress to establish 
in Washington a Latin-American library 
has received the approval of the Secretary 
of State, who asks Congress to provide a 
proper building for it that may also be 
used for a Bureau of Information, and that 
shall also contain a great hall or assembly 
chamber in which such bodies as the late 
Congress or the Maritime Conference mav 
assemble. The proposed library is to be 
made up of contributions by the several 
nations of works and manuscripts relating 
to history, legislation, geographical research 
and scientific exploration in any way re­ 
ferring to discovery, development and civ­ 
ilization in the Americas. It is the in­ 
tention to have the library largely gath­ 
ered by 1892, and to have it solemnly ded­ 
icated on the anniversary of the four 
hundredth recurrence of the date of the 
discovery of America by Columbus. Such 
a gift is one of which all the people of the 
United States will be proud, and assuredly 
Congress will appropriate the necessary 
money to secure for it a building worthy 
of its reception and preservation.

G o v er x o r P e n n o y e b of Oregon has 
been re-elected. He is personally a very 
popular man, and has made a good record 
for himself. Aside from the fact that he 
is a Democrat, and had the party support, 
he ran well outside of the party because 
of the high personal esteem with which he 
is regarded. In all other respects, Legis­ 
lative and Congressional, Oregon has gone 
Republican. 
The party, therefore, has 
every reason to be satisfied with the re­ 
sult, for iu the Congressional contest there 
was especial significance. Oregon is safely 
enrolled anew in the roster of Republican 
Slates, and is likely to remain in the li*t. 
W ith a Republican Legislature and a 
Democratic Governor, there ought to he 
such watchfulness as to insure to the State 
an economic administration. 


Sacram ento M ost D o H er Level Best, 
and Im prove an Opportunity to 
D eserve and M ake Friends. 


Sacramento presented its claims strongly 
before the Republican State Central Com­ 
mittee for the location of the State Conven­ 
tion in this city. 
After a warm contest 
this city won. 
It was promised on behalf of Sacramento 
that if the Convention was called to meet 
here, the Capital City would defray all the 
expenses. This was a proper offer, but 
not more than other places proposed to do. 
But our offer, coupled with the undeniable 
superiority of this city as a central place, 
easy of access from all sections and nearest 
to the largest number of delegates, to­ 
gether with the force of the argument that 
there is special propriety in a great po­ 
litical Convention meeting at the seat of 
government, secured for Sacramento the 
victory. 
It now becomes necessary to prepare for 
the reception of the body. There will be 
considerably more than six hundred dele­ 
gates iu the convention. These, with the 
candidates and their friends, and people 
who take a special interest in such gather­ 
ings, will bring fully 2,000 people to the 
city from all parts o: the State. They will 
go away from the city friendly to or ill 
impressed concerning it, in accordance 
with the manner in which Sacramento re­ 
ceives and entertains the accredited dele­ 
gates. 
Last night M. D. Bornck, as a member of 
the State Central Committee, called a pre­ 
liminary meeting to consider the matter of 
receiving and extending hospitality to the 
convention. Those present were resident 
members of the State Central Committee 
and members of the City and the County 
Central Committees. George C. McMullen 
presided, and Clinton L. White acted as 
Secretary. 
Tbere was an extended free conference. 
The unanimous opinion aud resolution 
was that the pledge given to the State Cen­ 
tral Committee shall be kept to the letter. 
More than that, it was the expression of 
those present that on the occasion referred 
to Sacramento should do better than ever 
before; that the delegates shall be received 
and entertained in a manner worthy of the 
Capital of California, and that the hospi­ 
tality of Republicans would be so broad as 
to open the doors of their homes, if de­ 
sired. 
It was stated that San Jose is making 
elaborate preparations for the reception 
and entertainment of the Democratic State 
Convention; that she will expend money 
freely to that end, and will put herself for­ 
ward for admiration and compliment in a 
manner that will win both. That Sacra­ 
mento can and should do better than San 
Jose was the judgment of the meeting. 
But it was wisely determined to take no 
action until a larger conference could be 
had and more Republicans called together 
to deliberate upon the matter. 
To that end leading Republicans and ail 
the committeemen and many ardent 
friends of the city will be invited, by name, 
to meet in the Governor’s office on Mon­ 
day evening next, when several members 
of the State Central Committee will be 
present. At that meeting steps will be 
taken to insure the accomplishment ot the 
desired end. 
T he N aval F ig h t oi th e F u tu re. 
Each vessel will clear for action as soon 
as the other is discerned—perhaps five 
miles away. Each will probably slow down 
at first, in order to gain time for prepara­ 
tion, and especially for getting the steam 
pressure up to the highest point. Forced 
draft will at once be started, and the sub­ 
dued roar of the air dtiven through the 
furnaces, to accelerate combustion, and the 
whir of the dynamos, will be added to the 
clang of the gun breech blocks, as they are 
swung open to admit the projectile to the 
breech, the hum of the ammunition-hoists 
raising powder and shell to the decks, and 
the quiet, firm orders of authority. On 
deck, the Gatling guns and revolving can­ 
non, and the rapid-fire guns in the tops, 
are got noiselessly into readiness; the 
Captain takes his place in the armored 
conning tower with the Chief Quartermas­ 
ter and his aid ; the executive officer as­ 
sumes charge of the battery, and remains 
near at hand to take the Captain’s place 
in case of his death or disability ; the 
range-finders are got into position, and the 
officer in charge begins to report from time 
to time the distance of the enemy, now 
drawing closer. 
Probably not a shot will be fired until 
the distance is reduced to 2,000 vards, and 
probably both ships will he pointed toward 
each other until that time. But now what 
will the contestants do? It has l>een held 
that both will advance steadily toward 
each other—each commander hoping that 
some false move on the part of his adver­ 
sary will enable him to rush forward, dis­ 
charge bis bow torpedo at .'>00 yards, and 
perhaps follow it up with his ram and end 
the fight at once—until they have ap­ 
proached so close, say 500 vards, that 
neither dares to swerve’ lest he’ himself be 
rammed; so that the ships will at length 
collide end on, and may be both sink! ° 
The various inventions of the past few 
years—rapid-fire guns, high explosives, 
torpedoes, submarine boats, dynamite guns, 
and range finders; the increased power and 
perfection of steam and electric machin­ 
ery ; the improvements in powder and 
in steel for projectiles and for armor—have 
not revolutionized naval science so much 
as they have broadened it. The princi­ 
ples of strategy remain the same, and so 
does the necessity for the seaman’s skill. 
Engineers construct, inventors invent, ex­ 
periments are tried, sham battles are 
fought, and heated discussions agitate the 
naval mind ; but the onlv tlimg that can 
determine the real condition of modern 
naval warfare is a modern naval war.— 
Lieutenant Bradley A. Fiske in the May 
Forum.

T h e London Times is indignant at the 
dispatch of an American revenue cutter to 
Behring Sea, and declares that it is an in­ 
dignity to England. But this bluster will 
not at all disturb the United States Gov­ 
ernment. It will pursue its course, and if 
there is any struggle England must in­ 
augurate it. Negotiations are still pend­ 
ing between the two Governments for the 
settlement of the issue concerning the 
closed sea, and until they are concluded 
the English cannot in reason exj>ect the 
United States to do anything else than 
to adhere to the policy to which it com­ 
mitted itself in the outset.

ZEIGLER DEPARTS. 


HE WILL FLAT BALL NO HOKE ON THE 
PACIFIC COAST. 


Stapleton is Now M anager of th e Sacra­ 
m ento Nine, and F arrell is 
feigned. 


George Zeigler, who organized the Sacra­ 
mento Baseball Club and gathered together 
the efficient lot of playera who now con­ 
stitute the team, departed last night for his 
home in Cincinnati. He was accompanied 
by his brother, who came to this coast with 
him. He bade good-by to the many friends 
he had made during his short stay here, 
and many went down to the depot to shake 
hands with the ball-player before his de­ 
parture. 
He goes first to San Francisco 
and thence East. 
Zeigler was released by the owners of 
.the Sacramento team on account of a dis­ 
agreement and exchange of words between 
Zeigler and proprietor Enwright in regard 
to the signing of pitcher Farrell, but the 
“tilt' did not arise from either side having 
any objection to the admission of the new 
man into the nine. 
Only a couple of weeks ago there was an 
eruption in the club when Zeigler was ar­ 
rested for striking a young man whom he 
considered had insulted him. 
Zeigler 
thought the managément treated him 
shabbily in refusing to go on his bond, 
and felt so sore that he asked the proprie­ 
tors for his release, and himself gave the 
players theirs. 
Matters were adjusted again, but the 
owners of the team were compelled to 
agree to Zeigler’s terms, instead of his 
accepting the contract they had written for 
him to sign. Indeed, a refusal at that time 
on the part of the owners to comply with 
the Manager’s request would have resulted 
in the total disorganization of the nine. 
Matters ran along smoothly until Tues­ 
day evening. The club was winning nearly 
every game, interest revived, the players 
put ginger in their work and the public 
applauded. Those who were on the in­ 
side, however, knew that something was 
coming as soon as an opportunity pre­ 
sented itself, and the gong sounded “time” 
on Tuesday. After having had some words 
with i^r. Enwright in regard to Farrell's 
contract, Zeigler departed, and the same 
evening found a note on the table in his 
room informing him that his services as 
Manager and a member of the Sacramento 
Club were needed no longer. 
The players were also notified of the ac­ 
tion of the management, and the situation 
was explained to them. They felt sorry 
for the way in which the matter had ter­ 
minated, but resolved to do the “gallant” 
by Zeigler (he having made up his mind 
to return to his home) and on yesterday a 
subscription of a couple of hundred dol­ 
lars was taken up by Stapleton and pre­ 
sented to Zeigler and hie brother, to defray 
their expenses in returning to the East. 
Stapleton lias been made manager of the 
nine. 
The cause of the trouble is best ex­ 
plained by the statements of Messrs En­ 
wright and Zeigler themselves. Mr. Zeigler, 
being questioned as to the cause of his re­ 
lease, said: “It was not a surprise tom e, 
for Enwright and Ginsberg have intended 
all along to get rid of me whenever they 
found themselves in a good position to do 
so. The fact is, they do not want any 
manager now, they want to run the whole 
business themselves. Last winter, when 
they had no nine and wanted a good one 
gotten together that would put money in 
their purses, they thought I was just the 
man they wanted. They employed me to 
go East and sign some good men, promis­ 
ing me the position o f manager, with all 
the authority that title implies. I got to- 
fether the best nine in the California 
league, but as soon as we commenced to 
work they assumed personal control and 
direction of everything and commenced a 
system of persecution to get rid of me. 
“The immediate cause of my release was 
the action taken in regard to the signing of 
Farrell. I brought Farrell here and gave 
him a trial and was satisfied with him. 
He wished to go to San Francisco for a 
couple of day8, and it was understood be­ 
tween Enwright and myself that as soon 
as Farrell returned I was to sign him. In 
fact, Enwright told me to have Farrell 
sign just the same kind of con­ 
tract the rest of the players had 
signed. But when Farrell returned En­ 
wright and Ginsberg waylaid him at the 
depot and got him to sign with them, put­ 
ting into the contract a clause that no one 
had a right to release him except them­ 
selves. When he came to me with the 
contract and I read it I saw at once that if 
such a contract was in force I could have 
no authority over Farrell as Manager. If 
I gave him any directions he could snap 
his fingers at me, as I could not release 
him no matter what he did. I induced 
him to get Enwright’s copy of the contract, 
which he did, and turned them both over 
to me. 
“Last night when I went home I 
found this little note, written upon 
a piece of yellow paper, informing 
me that I was released, and requesting me 
to turn over all property of the club in my 
possession to Enwright and Ginsberg. That 
is all there is to it. I am going to start for 
home on the overland to-night. I told all 
the other boys to go on and plav, and not 
to let the treatment I bad received inter­ 
fere with their work. They are a splendid 
lot of boys, the best ball players in the 
league, and I hope they will win the pen­ 
nant. I have been treated contemptibly by 
Enwright and Ginsberg, and I am glad to 
get away. I will go first to Cincinnati, but 
it will not be long before 1 am at work 
again.” 
Mr. Enwright being asked f >r his state­ 
ment of the difficulty which led to the re­ 
leasing of Zeigler. said: “It is a very 
simple matter. 
George has many good 
points and we have nothing against him 
personally, but we cannot get along with 
him and had to release him. I signed 
Farrell and put a clause in the contract 
to let him know that no one had power to 
release him except the owners of the nine. 
He was given to understand fully that 
Zeigler was the manager of the club and 
would be his “boss.” but that he had no 
power to release him without first sub­ 
mitting the cause to the owners. In view 
of what took place a short time ago we 
had to put such a clause in the contract for 
self-protection. Zeigler took exceptions to 
that clause in the contract and came 
to my office with Farrell, and the 
latter asked to see the original contract in 
order to make sure it was like the copy I 
gave him. When I gave it to him be kept 
it. saying that be did not want to play with 
us. As he and Zeigler went out, tbe latter 
turned round and said: ‘This is some of 
my work.’ I said : 'All right. If Mr. 
Farrell does not want to play with us he 
need not do so ; but he has signed in the 
presence of witnesses, and he cannot play 
anywhere else.’ 
“That was all there was of it. We at 
once determined to release Zeigler. and 
sent a note to his room announcing that 
fact. We also notified all tbe members of 
the club, and they signed a new agreement 
to go on and plav. Farrell returned the 
contract, and will play with the nine. We 
wi9h Zeigler well, and hope he will do well 
wherever he goes. We give him credit for 
having gotten together a splendid team, 
but you should bear in mind that he did it 
with our money, and we paid him a very 
liberal salary for it.”

Chung is a “fresh” heathen who 
essayed to have some fun with Poll-tax 
Collector Eldred yesterday. Chnng talks 
fairly good English, hut when the collector 
asked him his name and other questions, 
Chung would articulate nothing but “no 
sabe.” 
Eldred promptly had the funny man ar­ 
rested, and a few hours later there was an 
examination in Justice ol the Peace Henry’s 
Court. 
Chung was willing enough to talk then. 
He gave his name to the Judge promptly 
when asked for it. He tried to convince 
the Judge that he didn’t understand what 
Eldred wanted, but his explanation was so 
full of contradictions and palpable false­ 
hoods that no one could believe him. 
Judge Henry promptly found the Celes­ 
tial guilty of violating the law which pro­ 
vides that it is a misdemeanor for any per­ 
son to refuse to give to the Assessor or 
Poll-tax Collector his name or other in­ 
formation desired. The Judge said no very 
;reat crime had been committed, but it was 
ligh time for Chinamen to find out that 
the laws of this country must be respected. 
He then fined the Mongolian $15, and 
Chung came to the conclusion that he had 
not had so mnch fan after all. 
Another Chinaman, named Ah King, 
as also tried and convicted in the same 
Court for a similar offecse. It was shown, 
though, that this celestial was exempt from 
poll-tax on account of his age, so the Judge 
after giving him a severe talking to, allowed 
him to go on his own recognizance.

BOiRD 0? SUPERVISORS. 


HR. TEBBETS HAS SOMETHING TO SAY 
ABOUT JUSTICES’ COURTS. 


H e T hinks th e County is B eing Im posed 
Upon—T he E ight-H our Law 
A gain. 


The Board of Supervisors resumed its 
session yesterday morning, all members 
being present. 
A report was received from William Cur­ 
tis, Clerk of Highland Park School Dis­ 
trict, announcing that at a recent meeting 
of the Trustees of that district it was agreed 
that the Supervisors should be recom­ 
mended to levy a special tax of $300 on 
that district for school purposes. 
On motion of Supervisor Bates, the re­ 
port was adopted and the Assessor notified 
of the action. 
Business lagged at this poin*, and Super­ 
visor Tebbets seized the opportunity to 
make a speech on the wasting of the 
county’s money. He called attention to 
the fact that criminal cases were being 
tried every day in the Justices’ Courts 
which properly belonged to the Police 
Court. The trying of these cases in the 
Justices’ Courts, he said, was an expensive 
luxury, as the county had to pay heavily 
for them in the shape of Coostables’ and 
other fees. There was no need of it. he 
insisted. He further intimated that sharp 
practice had been indulged in to get cases 
into the Justices' Courts, so as to tax the 
county. He cited several instances where 
cases which belonged to the Police Court 
had been tried recently in the Justices’ 
Courts. 
Mr. Bates jokingly moved that Justices’ 
Courts be abolished, and Mr. Tebbets sub­ 
sided. 
The Board spent the remainder of the 
morning session in examining and audit­ 
ing the regular monthly bills. 
In the afternoon the Committee on Con­ 
tracts was called upon to report in regard 
to the letting of a contract to palm the 
Court-house, bids for which were received 
on Tuesday. Mr. Tebbets, Chairman of the 
committee, asked for, further time in the 
niatter, as the committee was not just sat­ 
isfied as to what the statute demanded in 
regard to the eight-hour law. 
Mr. Bates volunteered the opinion that 
the contractors could work their men as 
many hours as they chose. Thatjwas their 
business, he said, and not the county's. 
This brought L. C. Frve, of the Federated 
Trades, to his feet. He had been occupy­ 
ing a seat in the lobbv, listening to the 
Board’s transactions. 
He reminded Mr. 
Bates that the District Attorney had given 
an opinion on Tuesday to the effect that 
the law was perfectly valid and that the 
Board in letting contracts for county work 
must insert a stipulation that eight hours 
must constitute a day’s labor on such w«.rk. 
Mr. Bates didn’t seem to value the Dis­ 
trict Attorney’s opinion in tbe matter very 
highly because he understood that Bruner 
& Bruner had been retained as attorneys 
for the Federated Trades. 
Mr. Frye denied this, and said that the 
only connection the Bruners had with the 
matter was that they had very kindly ex­ 
amined the law, upon the solicitation of 
the Federated Trades, and had rendered to 
that body an opinion similar to that given 
to the Supervisors. 
The debate lasted some minutes and 
then Mr. Tebbets put an end to it by tak­ 
ing the floor and reporting in behalf of 
the Committee on Contracts, in tavor of 
awarding the contract for furnishing the 
county offices with stationery to H. S. 
Crocker & Co. 
The report was adopted and the contract 
awarded as recomended. 
After which the Board resumed the ex­ 
amination of monthly bills, and continued 
it up to the hour of adjournment. 
NEVADA COUNTY SCH00L8. 
An Im portant Opinion by A ttorney-G en­ 
eral Johnson. 
Attorney-General Johnson on yesterday 
addressed the following letter to Ira G. 
Hoitt, Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tiou, in answer to an inquiry in regard to 
the validity of an Act passed by the Legis- 
ture in 1874: 
Replying to your inquiry, I have to say 
that the Act of the Legislature of this State, 
passed March 25. 1874, providing for a Dis­ 
trict Board of Education for Nevada School 
District is a special Act, but the inhibition 
in the Constitution against the passage of 
local or special laws applies to future and 
not past legislation. In ex parte Burke, 59 
Cal., p. 8.. it is said: “The language of 
Section 25, Article IV., is that the Legisla­ 
ture shall not pass local or special laws. 
The constitutional inhibition manifestly 
applies to luture and not to past legisla­ 
tion. The provision is purely and simply 
prospective in its operations, and the words 
will not justify any other construction. It 
did not, therefore, operate as a repeal of 
Acts passed by the Legislature years before 
the Constitution went into effect, but 
merely to put a stop to all future legislatiou 
of that objectionable character. 
But it may be said, waiving the question 
of constitutionality, there is a general law 
in regard to the election of School Trus­ 
tees, and this impliedly repeals the former 
special act. Mr. DíIIod, in his work on 
municipal corporations, says: “It is a 
principle of very extensive operation that 
statutes of a general nature do not repeal 
by implication charters and special Acts 
passed tor tbe benefit of particular muni­ 
cipalities.” [Cases cited ] In these special 
laws gave way to general laws, because the 
Legislature had annexed to the latter a re­ 
pealing clause, abrogating all inconsistent 
local or special acts. Section 1611, Polit­ 
ical Code, says: ‘ Except when otherwise 
authorized by law, every school district 
shall be under the control of a Board of 
School Trustees, consisting of three mem­ 
bers.” Section 1616 says: 
“Boards of 
Education are elected in cities under tbe 
provisions of the laws governing such 
cities, and their powers and duties are as 
prescribed in such laws, except as other­ 
wise in this chapter provided.” 
It must also be remembered that implied 
repeals are not favored ; if the two Acts 
can co-exist they must stand. I have seen 
nothing during the limited time which I 
have had to investigate the subject to in­ 
duce me to believe that tbe Act of March 
25, 1874, above referred to, providing for 
the election of a Board of Education for 
the Nevada School District, bos been re­ 
pealed.

S ak F rancisco, June 4th.—The daily 
dispatches seem to indicate that California 
fruit in the Eastern markets has thus far 
been a failure. 
The fruit season proper 
can hardly be said to be open, only cher­ 
ries, apricots and peaches being shipped at 
the present time. 
Recent dispatches say 
that these fruits have arrived East in a 
poor condition 
With a view to learn the 
cause of the depreciation of the fruits, a 
Post reporter called on a number of promi­ 
nent fruit dealers this morning and learned 
that it was owing entirely to an overplus 
of rain. As every one knows, the past 
winter has been one of the severest ever 
experienced in California, and the excess 
of moisture in the ground has had an un­ 
healthy effect on the” fruit. 
Isidore Jacobs, of the well-known firm 
of A. Lusk Sl Co., and one of the best 
posted men in the city in the fruit market, 
said to a reporter this morning: 
“ It became evident to me that our East­ 
ern shipments would be failures some time 
ago, when the first carload of green apri­ 
cots was seDt East. They arrived at their 
destination in a very poor condition, not 
being able to withstand the trip. If green 
fruit will become unfit for use, what is to 
become of the ripe fruit? The trouble is, 
we have had too much moisture this sea­ 
son. The fruit which remains here, how­ 
ever, will be all right, and so far it has 
been very good.” 
In respouse to a question as to whether 
this unfortunate stale of affairs would not 
tend to depreciate the value of fruit, Mr. 
Jacobs said: 
* There will be a big demand for fruit in 
our own market, as the Eastern crop this 
year is going to be very short. The de­ 
mand for dried fruits is now lively, and 
there is none to be had. A great mistake 
the fruit-growers make is placing their 
dried fruits on the market in the opening 
of the season at too fancy prices. When 
the article is scarce, as with everything 
else, up goes the price, and at the close of 
the season there is natural Iv a fictitious 
value placed on the fruit. When the next 
'season opens the growers hold out for these 
fictitious prices, aud never get them. The 
result is that toward the end the prices are 
ridiculously low, as they were ridiculously 
high at the opening. The canning men 
are gettiDg rather tired of this sort of 
business, as the fluctuations ruin the mar­ 
ket for canned goods.” 
Speaking of the California Fruit Union, 
which has its headquarters at Sacramento, 
and which has been doing most of the 
shipping of fruits East lately, Mr. Jacobs 
Baid that he was in favor of the system ; 
but, unfortunately, he thought, for the 
shippers, there had been a split some time 
ago, and the heaviest producers were now 
sending their own fruit East, selling it 
through independent auctioneers, the re­ 
sult being to torce down prices. The cause 
of the split was that the big shippers ob­ 
jected to the small producer, who was get­ 
ting as much per box for his fruit as was 
the man who shipped a carload.

Fleming, sisters, and Maurice and Patrick 
O’Connor, brothers of Bryan O’Connor, a 
special provision being inserted that none 
of these shall be entitled to a legacy under 
the will if they shall receive anything from 
bis estate. 
To William Costello, her brother, test­ 
atrix leaves $50,000; also $50,000 to the 
children of her deceased brother, James 
Costello.

Union range in age from 12 to 19 years. 
They propose managing their business, and 
will divide the profits according to the 
labor contributed by the members of the 
organization. It is thought it will have 
300 members within a month, and will be 
prepared to contract with fiuit men aDd 
raisin growers to furnish labor in picking 
and boxing grapes, etc. 
L a test from F orm osa. 
San F rancisco, June 4th.—Advices re­ 
ceived by the steamer City of Peking to­ 
night state that the war against the sav­ 
ages in Formosa is being conducted in a 
desultory mauDer. 
The Chinese troops 
have suffered several severe repulses and 
are unable to make any progress in the 
subjugation of the country. It is believed 
tbat the troops in North Formosa have 
lost heavily, both from the attacks of the 
enemy and irom disease. 
The expedition returned to Tamsui, and 
the Governor, being chagrined at the fail­ 
ure of the troops, degraded General Si, who 
was in command. 
A Colonel was also beheaded for appro­ 
priating the pay of the troops. In South 
Formosa also the whole Bhotan tribe of 
aborigines have again taken the warpath, 
caused by the arrest and confinement of 
two of their number for petty offenses. 
The tribes marched against the city 
where the men were confined and threat­ 
ened to kill the inhabitants unless the 
prisoners were released. The men were 
accordingly surrendered and the Bbotans 
departed. 
An expedition was quickly 
planned and a force ot 5,000 men has been 
sent after the savages, who retreated to the 
mountains. 
F o ssil R em a in s, 
P etaluma, June 4th.—Interest still con­ 
tinues in the discussion of the fossil bones 
of the mammoth animal found near Pet­ 
aluma. A number of theories prevail as 
to the identity of the animal, but the gen­ 
eral opinion is that it is a fossil elephant. 
Another tusk was found seven feet in 
length, weighing ninety-one pounds and 
composed of solid ivory, which falls to 
pieces on exposure to the air. It is broken 
off, and must have been originally ten feet 
in length. A few years ago, near Petaluma, 
was found an enormous hip bone of some 
prehistoric animal, aud the most perfect 
preserved specimen of its class.
